10LD FIRST REUNION 


‘BRITISH UNIVERSITY AND. CoOL- 
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NG AND PRESIDENT 


W. G. Max Mueller, British Chargé 
Presides — Gentlemen 
Present Decide That Dinner Shall 
Be Annual Institution. 


The first reunion of British public 
school, or, in other words, coliege and 
university men, was held last night in 
the shape of a dinner at Syivain's 
restaurant. 

The party sat down to table at elght 
o'clock with W. G. Max Mueller, Brit- 
ish chargé d'affaires, In the chair. 

On his right was R. Hayward, man- 
ager of the Mexican Light and Power 
company, and on his left T. S. C. 
Saunders. manager of tne local branch 
of the Bank of Montreal. 

Others present were: E. Wanklyn 
(Clifton); H. E. Bourchier, (Halley- 
bury); Rev. W. Jones-Bateman (Hail- 
eybury); George Kennédy (Clifton); 
W. B. Woodrow (City of London), A. 
Woodrow (Charterhouse); Joe B. Wat- 
ers (Cambridge); J. ©. Macmillan 
(Bradford); H. E. Brooke (Black- 
heath); E. I. Johnson (Canterbury); 
G .D. Gibson (Bedford); Charles and 
A. Blackmore (Exeter); Lesile Fur- 
ber (Rugby); R. A. H. Watson (Wel- 
lington). 

‘ne dinner was served in a portion 
of the large dining room which was 
partitioned off. A British flag and 
portrait of King Edward struck the 
patriotic note. 

Mr. Max Mueller in proposing the 
health of King Edward said in part: 
“A bolt fell from the blue the other 
day and we heard with feelings of 

. horror of the dastardly attempt at 
Madrid. Gentlemen, we are too apt 
to think only of the advantages, the 
glory and pomp of sovereignty and 
to torget the irksome duty, the never- 
ceasing toil and the ever prese dan- 
gers attaching to that position. 

“Gentlemen, I beg of you, on this 
occasion, to remember the awtul 
warning of two days ago and to join 
me in uttering as a prayer from the 

hearts: ‘The king, 
God bless and save him.” 

-- Mr. Max Muller also proposed the 
health of President Diaz, saying: 

<: The second toast which I have the 
honor to propose to you will, I feel 
sure, meet with a no less hearty re- 
sponse. We Britishers,- heirs to the 
blessings of generations of constitu- 
tional rule, can, better than any 
other nation, appreciate the blessings 
which a quarter of a century Of just 
and constitutional administration has 
conferred on this country. I only 
wish there were present with us this 
evening some old-timer who could 
from his own personal experience de~- 
scribe the progress that this republic 
has made under the guidance of Gen- 
eral Porfirio Diaz and his able ad- 
visers and assistants. 

“Personally I am a very new-comer 
but from study of the past, from 
hearsay and personal observation, I 
have been able to form some estl- 
mate of what that progress has been. 
You Englishmen, Britishers I mean, 
resident here are personally interested 
jin the benefits of a rule which has 
created order out of chaos and as- 
sures to all residents in this country, 
foreigners as well as natives, safety 
‘of person, security of property and 
-justice. `: 

“ “The longer General Diaz lives, the 
better for Mexico, the better for 
America, the better for the world.” 

Mr. Max Muller also spoke on the 
theme of the “British Public School” 
and showed great readiness, fluency 
and talent as an after-dinner ‘orator.

WANT WELL KNOWN, 
LAWYERS DISBARRED. 


New York, June 2.—Proceedings 
have been instituted before the bar 
association for the disbarment of 


Attorney Abe Hummel and two of his 
partners, Nathan Cohen and Abra- 
ham Kaffenburgh, on account of dis- 
closures growing out of the Dodge- 
Morse case. Hummel has already 
been convicted of consptracy. A 
certificate of reasonable doubt was 
granted and his trial tor subornation 
of perjury has been postponed while 
the appeal of the appellate division 
from his conviction is pending. 

All three lawyers have been served 
with the complaint in the action 
brought by Howard Taylor, a mem- 
ber of the grievance ‘committee of 
the bar association, who has been se- 
lected as prosecutor. The complaint 
alleges malpractice, deceit, and un- 
professional conduct on the part of 
the three defendants, and an order 
to show cause why they should not 
be disbarred issued by the appellate 
division. This is returnable on June 
8, when a referee will be appointed 
to take testimony.

CHINESE CUSTOMS EDICT IS 
NOT BAD BIT OF DIPLOMACY. 


Tokio, June 2.—The Aschi has re- 
ceived a telegram from Pekin, stating 
that the imperial edict for the restora- 
tion of the Chinese custom rights has 
been received with general surprise. 
All the foreign ministers are engaged 
In an investigation. but as tne inter- 
ests of the powers with reference to 
the matter are diverse, joint action is 
improbable, and a satisfactory result 
is doubtful, at a time when most of the 
principal diplomats are away. This is 
a sign of Chinese cleverness, It is be- 
lieved that China is also about to 
bring off a coup d'etat with regard to 
the organization of all the railways 
in the empire. 


ACTION OF ITALIAN PREMIER 
IS NOT BASED ON CLASS. 


Rome, June 2.—Baror Sonnino, an- 
swering interpellations regarding the 
disturbances in Turin and Bologna, 
the strikes in Rome and other Italian 
cities and the attendant rioting, have 
nothing to do with any question» be- 
tween capital and labor; they are an 
assertion of the right of the mob to 
prevent the forces of public order 
from carrying out thelr duty. The pre- 
mier declared the firm intention of 
the government to enforce the law and 
repress disorder.
